Congress Bickers on Fiscal Cliff 


After progress stalls, 
Obama to meet with 
GOP leaders Friday 


Washington 

President Barack Obama returned 
to the White House on Thursday 
from a vacation shortened by gov- 
ernment gridlock while Democrats 
and Republicans snarled across a 
partisan divide and showed no sign 
of compromise to avoid year-end 
tax increases and spending cuts. 

White House aides disputed 
reports that Obama was sending 
lawmakers a scaled-down plan 
to avoid the fiscal cliff. Senate 
Republican Leader Mitch McCo- 
nnell said late Thursday that con- 
gressional leaders will meet with 
Obama on Friday. 

Top Senate leaders said they 
remain ready to seek a last-min- 
ute agreement.

Backstory 

Failure to avoid the fiscal cliff 

doesn’t necessarily mean tax increas- 
es and spending cuts would become 
permanent, since the new Congress 
could pass legislation canceling 
them retroactively after it begins its 
work in 2013. Without congressional 
action, current tax rates will expire 
Dec. 31, resulting in a $536 billion tax 
increase over a decade that would 
touch nearly all Americans, (ap) 


But a little more than four days 
from the deadline, there was no 
legislation pending in either the 
House or the Senate to prevent 
the tax hikes and spending cuts 
that economists say could send the 
economy into a recession. 

Far from conciliatory, the rhet- 
oric was confrontational and at 
times unusually personal. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., accused House Speak- 


er John Boehner of running a dic- 
tatorship, citing his refusal to 
call a vote on legislation to keep 
taxes steady for most while let- 
ting them rise at upper incomes. 
The bill “would pass overwhelm- 
ingly,” Reid said. 

Addressing the GOP rank and 
file by conference call, Boehner 
said the next move is up to the 
Senate, which has yet to act on 
House-passed bills to retain expir- 


ing tax cuts at all income levels and 
replace across-the-board spending 
cuts with targeted savings aimed 
largely at social programs. 

“The House will take this action 
on whatever the Senate can pass — 
but the Senate must act,” he said. 

At the same time, Boehner told 
Republican lawmakers the House 
would convene Sunday evening.

Calls to arm teachers 
ratchet up in wake of 
Newtown massacre 

West Valley City, Utah 

English teacher Kevin Leatherbar- 
row holds a license to carry a con- 
cealed weapon and doesn’t see any- 
thing wrong with arming teachers 
in the aftermath of the deadly Con- 
necticut school shooting. 

“We’re sitting ducks,” said 
Leatherbarrow, who works at a 
Utah charter school. “You don’t 
have a chance in hell. You’re dead 
— no ifs, ands or buts.” 

Gun-rights advocates in Utah 
agree and on Thursday were offer- 
ing six hours of training in handling 
concealed weapons for 200 Utah 
teachers in the latest effort to arm 
educators for confronting possible 
school assailants. 

In Ohio, a firearms group said 
it was launching a test program in 


tactical firearms training for 24 
teachers. And the Arizona attor- 
ney general is proposing a change 
to state law to allow an educator in 
each school to carry a gun. 

The moves come after the 
National Rifle Association proposed 
placing an armed officer at each of 
the nation’s schools after a gunman 
on Dec. 14 killed 20 children and six 
adults at Sandy Hook Elementary 
School in Newtown, Conn. 

There are already police officers 
in some of the nation’s schools. Par- 
ents and educators, however, have 


questioned how safe the NRA pro- 
posal would keep kids, whether it 
would be economically feasible 
and how it would alter student life. 

Some educators say it is dan- 
gerous to allow guns. Among the 
dangers are teachers being over- 
powered for their weapons or stu- 
dents getting them and accidentally 
or purposely shooting classmates. 

“It’s a terrible idea,” said Carol 
Lear, a chief lawyer for the Utah 
Office of Education. “It’s a horri- 
ble, terrible, no-good, rotten idea.”

EPA Chief Announces Resignation 


Washington 

EPA administrator Lisa Jackson, 
the Obama administration’s chief 
environmental watchdog, is step- 
ping down after nearly four years 
marked by high-profile brawls over 
global warming pollution, the Key- 
stone XL oil pipeline, new controls 
on coal-fired plants and several 
other issues that affect the nation’s 
economy and people’s health. 

Jackson, 50, the agency’s first 
black administrator and a chemi- 
cal engineer, did not point to any 
particular reason for her departure. 

Despite the opposition, which 
former EPA chiefs have said is 
the worst they have seen against 
the agency, Jackson still managed 
to take significant steps that will 


improve air quality and begin to 
curb global warming. 

“I will leave the EPA confident 
the ship is sailing in the right 
direction, and ready in my own 
life for new challenges,” she said 
in a statement. 
Jackson will leave 
sometime after 
President Barack 
Obama delivers 
his State of the 
Union address, 
typically in late 
January. 

In a separate statement, Obama 
said Jackson has been “an impor- 
tant part of my team.” He thanked 
her for serving and praised her 
“unwavering commitment” to the 
public’s health, (ap)

Opposition leaders 
decry efforts to keep 
orphans in Russia 

Moscow 

Russian President Vladimir Putin, 
acceding to the anti-American fer- 
vor that has gripped the country’s 
legislature, said Thursday that 
he intends to sign a bill barring 
Americans from adopting Rus- 
sian children. 

Kremlin officials had criticized 
the bill, which was designed as a 
means of retaliation against a new 
U.S. law that targets corrupt Rus- 
sian officials, but Putin has chosen 
not to heed their advice. 

Having spent the past year 
stoking hostility toward the U.S., 
he is now faced with an emotion- 
al response from parliament that 


seems to be on the verge of get- 
ting away from him. Though he 
questioned the adoption bill ear- 
lier this month, and Foreign Min- 
ister Sergei Lavrov, among others, 
have called it ill-advised, on Thurs- 
day Putin said he intends to sign it. 

Journalist Alexander Minkin on 
a blog described the Russian bill 
as “cannibalistic”: With Americans 
placing sanctions on certain cor- 
rupt Russian bureaucrats, he wrote, 
Moscow strikes back by punishing 
its own orphans. 


Under Scrutiny 

Russia is not the first country to 
curb adoptions by Americans: 

» China enacted strict guidelines in 
2006 to limit the number of 
adoption applicants from the U.S. 

» Vietnam stopped adoptions to the 
U.S. in 2008 after reports of 
middlemen coercing or bribing poor 
parents to give up their children. 
w Ethiopia slowed U.S. adoptions in 
2011 after reports of fraud, (twp) 


The adoption law is a bench- 
mark in the recent deterioration 
of Russia-U.S. relations. 

The move abruptly cancels a 
painstakingly negotiated bilater- 
al agreement regulating Ameri- 
can adoptions of Russians. That 
agreement went into effect just 
weeks ago, but Putin has already 
described the agreement as ineffec- 
tive and a case of “sham stupidity.” 

The Kremlin’s children’s rights 
ombudsman, Pavel Astakhov, on 
Thursday also petitioned Putin to 
extend the ban to other countries. 

“This is cynicism beyond lim- 
its,” opposition leader Ilya Yash- 
in tweeted. “The children rights 
ombudsman is depriving children 
of a future.” 

Russian officials say they 
want to encourage more Rus- 
sians to adopt Russian orphans.

Mexico City 'H’ansf orming Itself 


Mexico City 

The plan is as big as this mam- 
moth city: Turn a seedy metro hub 
into Mexico City’s Times Square; 
clear swarms of feisty vendors and 
remodel the historic Alameda Cen- 
tral; and illuminate the plazas and 
walkways of a park twice the size 
of New York’s Central Park. 

Mexico City’s government is try- 
ing to transform one of the world’s 
largest cities by beautifying public 
spaces, parks and monuments after 
decades of urban growth. 

“It’s time to tame the city,” said 
Juan Carlos de Leo Gandara, head 
of the Iberoamerican University’s 
sustainable urban projects. 



Backstory

has been remade at a cost of $28.6 million, morphing from a homeless encamp- 
ment into an oasis of fountains where families bring their children to frolic, (ap) 


The ambitious multimillion- 
dollar program — begun by then- 
Mayor Marcelo Ebrard and contin- 
ued by his successor, Miguel Angel 
Mancera — is winning praise from 
urban planners and many residents. 

Still, in a city defined in many 
ways by disorder, it is also being 
slammed by those who take pride 
in surviving the urban jungle. 

“The city is becoming soulless,” 
said Baltazar Romeo, 47. 

Some also wonder whether it 
will last. 

“How is this work going to 
look in the next five months, or 
five years?” asked de Leo Gan- 
dara. “Will they preserve it?”

Where’dWeGo? 


Doesn't it feel Like it was just last week that you 
couldn’t use an escalator at Dupont South? Well, 
chances are there were some mechanical difficul- 
ties with the shiny, new “transit-grade" machinery 
a week ago. But I’m thinking back to Washington’s 
biggest transportation stories of the year, and noth- 
ing beats the reopening of that entrance in October 
after a more than eight-month shutdown. 


That’s probably because no other 
story involved Krispy Kreme 
employees in doughnut-topped 
baseball hats handing out free 
samples. 

Even when travel didn’t come 
with dessert, however, we still had 
to get around town. So let’s glaze 
over what happened the rest of 
the year. 

The freebies were less fun in 
the buildup to June’s launch of 
Metro’s Rush+ — “Rush Hour 
Reinvented.” All I got was a leaf- 
let explaining the new train pat- 
tern that was designed to improve 
service on the Orange and Yellow 
lines. But I’m really glad I didn’t 
get the extra treat especially for 
Blue Line riders: way-longer waits. 

Along with Rush-F came some 


interior redecorating, as Met- 
ro’s iconic map needed a make- 
over. It ended up not looking all 
that different from the previ- 
ous incarnation, and whatever 
confusion was added with all of 
those dashed lines has hopefully 
been balanced out by the merci- 
fully shorter station names. Fare- 
well forever, “Woodley Park-Zoo/ 
Adams Morgan”! 

But just as I was finally getting 
used to saying the word “NoMa” 
nonironically (almost), Metro 
threw me for another loop. Over 
the years. I’d developed a habit of 
always checking the station kiosk 
clocks while entering and exit- 
ing. And then one day in August, 
I looked up and saw the time was 
missing. 


Turns out the clocks were get- 
ting replaced with LCD screens 
that now — finally! — tell time and 
will eventually broadcast service 
disruptions, the status of all five 
lines and other worthwhile tidbits. 

If service is look- 
ing truly screwed 
up, perhaps my 
SmarTrip card can 
save the day some- 
how. After all, those 
pieces of plastic got 
even smarter this 
summer. 

In addition to 
letting you through the fare gates, 
they can hold rail passes and con- 
nect with your credit card for auto- 
matic refills. They’ll also save you 
from paying the buck surcharge 
that’s been levied on every single 
paper farecard ride since July 1. 
(One significantly less awesome 
change this year is that you need 
at least $1.20 on your card to go 
anywhere.) 

A safer bet if Metro’s a mess? 
Heading outside and hopping into 
a car2go. D.C.’s second car-sharing 
service started up in March, and 
those white-and-blue vehicles have 
become a viable option for folks 
looking for a one-way lift because 
you can drop them off anywhere 
in the city. 

It’s like taking a cab — only 
you’re in control. That also sounds 
like a good definition for Uber, 
which officially came to town in 
December 2011 but got plenty of 
attention this year from the D.C. 
Council, which went back and 
forth with measures on how to 
treat the app-based car service. 
The result? It seems to be legal 
and sticking around Washing- 
ton in 2013. 

And so am I! See you next year.

2012 was a year of crazy weath- 
er in Washington, D.C., from the 
nearly snowless winter to the sum- 
mer’s scorching heat and high-ener- 
gy derecho to Superstorm Sandy. 
But the year will have an asterisk 
next to it for achieving perhaps the 
most remarkable milestone: warm- 
est on record. 

The record will be broken by 
a landslide. With only a few days 
left in the year, D.C. should finish 
1.3 degrees Fahrenheit warmer 
than the previous warmest year on 
record, 1991. D.C.’s weather records 
date back to 1871. 

For the remaining 100 hours 
(or so) in 2012, Washington, D.C.’s 
temperature would have to aver- 


Rep. Norton

District of Columbia Mayor Vincent 
Gray and the city’s elected represen- 
tative to Congress, Eleanor Holmes 
Norton, are calling on Congress to 
restore Norton’s ability to vote on 
the House floor.

The NFC East is on the line 
in the Week 17 prime-time show- 
down, with the victor going to the 
playoffs and the loser likely going 
home.

The Dallas Cowboys have done this 
before: enter Week 17 with a playoff 
spot on the line. And in 2008 and 
again in 2011 it ended in an embar- 
rassing loss to an NFC East foe. 

Last year, the Giants raced to a 
21-0 halftime lead and went on to 
beat the Cowboys 31-14 to capture 
the division title. In 2008, it was 
the Eagles who destroyed the Cow- 
boys’ playoff hopes with a domi- 
nating 44-6 win. 

Dallas quarterback Tony Romo 
is 1-5 all-time in win-or-go-home 
games in Week 17 and the postsea- 
son. As a team, Dallas has lost 10 of 


its past 12 Week 17 games. 

If the Cowboys are going to 
reverse the trend, it will be up to 
Romo. The 32-year-old helped turn 
around the Cowboys’ season with 
a 5-2 record down the stretch. 

Since a Nov. 4 loss, 
Romo has thrown 
16 touchdowns to 
three interceptions. 

Since a 19-13 loss to Atlanta on 
Nov. 4, Romo has thrown 16 touch- 
downs to just three interceptions. 
And his main target, Dez Bryant, 
has a touchdown catch in each of 
those seven games. 

The Romo-Bryant connection has 
turned into one of the league’s most 
dangerous duos.

“I’d read a lot about reusing 
things ” says Carter, who has been 
freecycling since 2004, when she 
learned about it in a newspaper 
and thought it would be a good 
way to save money. 

The nonprofit Freecycle, 
launched in Arizona in 2003, has 
more than 5,000 local groups and 
9 million members around the 
world. Each group is moderated by 
local volunteers, and membership 
is free. On it you’ll find furniture, 
appliances, electronics, dishes and 
even holiday decorations.

Craigslist is another great place 
to find used furniture or art for your 
apartment — on its “Free” page or 
for sale at low prices. Carter says. 
She also posts items on Reuseit DC 
(Groups.yahoo.com/group/ReUseIt 
DC), another site where unwanted 
items find new homes. 

Carter’s apartment project start- 
ed with three free Ikea chairs that 
a neighbor left on the curb. Over 
seven months, she’s gradually 
added two couches, a coffee table, 
a mirror she found in a Dumpster, 
a metal coat rack she carried home 
on three different buses and a tra- 
ditional painted Chinese creden- 
za from a D.C. resident who was 
moving and didn’t have room for 
it — just to name a few of her finds. 

There are hazards to bringing 
in used furniture, including bed- 
bugs, so Carter shies away from 
mattresses. 

“I was wary about the sofas, but 
having met the people and seen 
where they were beforehand, I felt 
OK about it,” she says. 

It takes time to find the pieces 
she wants and then arrange for 
pickup or delivery. Carter says. 
Even for “free” pieces, she has to

factor in the time spent and the cost 
of Zipcar rentals for some pickups. 

“There have been a lot of times 
when I was just so done and ready to 
rent a truck and go to Ikea,” she says. 

But she doesn’t. For her, this is 
a lifelong mission. 

“When I leave, I don’t plan to 
throw anything away,” she says. 

More Go Green 

Freecycle’s popularity is on the 
rise, says Joyce Dowling, 59, who 
co-moderates the Southern Prince 


George’s County Freecycle group, 
which has about 1,300 members. 

“I started this listserv around 
2005 ” she says. “It’s grown in leaps 
and bounds.” For Dowling, freecy- 
cling is part of her Unitarian Uni- 
versalist religious beliefs to take 
care of the environment. 

Freecyclers caution that the site 
isn’t just a place to post wish-lists 
and wait for them to be fulfilled. 
The D.C. site limits members to one 
“wanted” item per week. Freecy- 
cle doesn’t set a minimum for how 


much members can give away, but 
local group moderators can add 
their own rules. 

“It’s not all about getting, it’s 
about giving,” Dowling says. 

Gretchen Koitz, a principal at 
the Koitz Group, part of Keller Wil- 
liams Capital Properties, in Bethes- 
da, first learned of the group when 
a client gave a bag of leftover Val- 
entine’s Day cards to a local free- 
cycler. Now Koitz spreads the word 
to other clients, especially if they’re 
downsizing, changing their furni- 
ture style or moving. 

“You look around and say, 1 don’t 
need that, I don’t have space for 
that,”’ she says. “People are trying 
to be more aware of being green.” 

Beyond being green. Carter 
says, Freecycle has allowed her to 
meet interesting people from all 
over the city. “I’d go to pick up a 
piece of furniture and I’d just end 
up talking with folks about what 
they did or how they got the thing,” 
she says. “People like to share.”

Do you have any advice for 
someone planning a New Year’s 
shindig?

It doesn’t 
feel like sales when you’re selling 
something you love. 

What’s your favorite product? 

The bare wood tables are all 
made from salvaged wood by my 
father in North Carolina. It’s nice 
to have such a personal item in 
the store. 

It sounds like Salt & Sundry is 
sort of a playground for you.

An Untapped Resource 



Damon's unorthodox 
villain isn't enough to 
fuel ‘Promised Land' 


Film Review 

“Promised Land” is a contempo- 
rary drama from Participant Media 
— the company that brought us 
such activist movies as “Fast Food 
Nation” and “North Country” — 
about a community in the throes 
of the natural gas boom. But view- 
ers expecting a morality tale about 
the big bad gas man and the little 
people he tries to frack might be in 
for something of a surprise. 

This wispy, overearnest movie 
stars Matt Damon as Steve Butler, 
a good corporate road warrior for a 
$9 billion energy company whose 
speciality is convincing poor farm- 
ers to lease their lucrative land for 
a relative pittance. He’s so good at 
closing — and bringing deals in 


“under the price point” — that he’s 
up for a big promotion, an oppor- 
tunity made clear to him at a lunch 
meeting over the second bottle of 
Chateau Margaux. 

Hours later, he’s taking the bus 
into the small dairy farming town 
of McKinley, Pa., where he rents a 
beat-up car with his co-worker Sue 
(Frances McDormand). After buy-

ing some flannel shirts and work 
gloves to better fit in with the locals, 
they begin to make their time-per- 
fected pitches. 


There are a few naysayers, chief- 
ly a local schoolteacher played by 
Hal Holbrook who asks inconve- 
nient questions about soil con- 
tamination and tap water burst- 
ing into flames. Soon, Steve and 
Sue are faced with an interloping 


environmentalist in the person of 
Dustin Noble (John Krasinski), 
whose name pretty much says it all. 

Written by Damon and Krasin- 
ski and directed by Gus Van Sant, 
“Promised Land” isn’t a particu- 
larly arresting piece of filmmaking.

The Ranking’s on the Wall 

At the end of 2011, 1 needed to make a top 10 films 
list and discovered I had not been keeping decent 
records of the movies I’d seen that year. So I had to 
look at lists of all the films that had come out, write 
down the names of those I thought would make the 
top 10, rearrange them and narrow 
them down into a list. Lesson learned. 
Throughout 2012, 1 wrote the name 
of each film I saw (the ones released 
in D.C. in 2012) on a sticky note. The 
notes went on my office wall — the 
best films up high, the worst near 
the floor — forming a constantly 
shifting, aesthetically horrifying real- 
time ranking of the year’s films. Now I’ve yanked off 
the 10 highest notes, rearranged a bit and come up 
with a list with little effort. One caveat: I didn't see

will be released in D.C. in January) or “Silver Linings 
Playbook," some or all of which might have had a 
shot.

Jessica Chastain is getting animat- 
ed. Even though she’s managed to 
pack more films into an l8-month 
period than would seem physically 
possible and will, on this day, fin- 
ish an afternoon of news interviews 
with an evening performance of 
“The Heiress” on Broadway, she’s 
not lacking energy. 

“I want to do crazy villains in 
comic book movies with accents 
and scars!” she continues, shining 
with childlike enthusiasm. “I want 
to do it all. I think I have to calm 
down and be like: You don’t have 
to do it all, right now. Hopefully, 
you’ll be around for a few years.” 

Sticking around is at this point 
assured for Chastain, who last year 
emerged as an actress of seeming- 
ly limitless range, with throwback 
beauty and the subtlety of a cha- 
meleon. Due to various distribu- 
tion delays, her talent was laid out 
all at once — her “reel,” she calls it 
— in widely varied performances 
in “The Tree of Life,” “Take Shel- 


ter,” “The Help,” “Coriolanus,” “The 
Debt” and “Texas Killing Fields.” 

She hasn’t let up. Chastain is 
now starring in one of the most 
anticipated movies of the year: 
Kathryn Bigelow’s docudrama 
of the hunt for Osama bin Laden, 
“Zero Dark Thirty.” 

“I never think about what’s 
next,” she says. “I always just think: 
What haven’t I done yet?” 

“Zero Dark Thirty” easily qual- 
ified. In it, she plays a dogged, 
obsessed CIA officer tracking bin 
Laden in a decadelong search that 
leads from torturing detainees to 
intrepid detective work and finally 
to relentless advocacy for the Paki- 
stan raid that would kill bin Laden. 

The performance has already 
earned Chastain best actress nom- 
inations from the Golden Globes 
and the Screen Actors Guild, and 
she’s widely expected to land her 
second Oscar nomination in two 
years (following one for “The Help,” 
an honor she glowingly recalls as 
“crazy town”). 

“I’ve been fighting so long,” says 
the 35-year-old Chastain. “I’m not 
17 years old. I trained in this. I did 
a lot of theater. I was playing dead 
bodies on TV shows. This is the 
first time I’m getting offered real-
